| Here On Independence Day 


The Everglades Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters is 
compiling a list of all the 
bells in the Glades area and 
contacting persons in charge 
Y to see that all bells are rung 

in celebration or our inde- 
pendence on July 4th, 1966. 
The bells wil begin ring- 
ing at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon and will ring for four 
minutes. 

An article, “The Joyous 
Sound of Freedom” in the 
June issue of Reader's Di- 
gest tells that Eric Sloane, 
a writer on early American 
crafts and customs, found, 
in doing research that for 
the first hundred years of 
our nation's life the ringing 
of the bells was the stand- 
ard way af celebrating In- 
dependence Day. Firecrack- 
ers became popular after 
the Civil War and drowned 
out the more profound 
sounds of bells, 

Sloan suggested his idea 
to a friend who was in ra- 
dio and the ringing of bells 
has progressed to an esti- 
mated 20,000 towns and cit- 
ies. From churches, schools, 
firehouses and factories, the 
bells will sound our free- 


dom. Radio stations will 
broadcast the sounds of 
belis. 


The time set for the peal- 
ing of the bells across the 
nation is 2 p. m. Eastern 


Standard Time, because this 
is about the time the Con- 
tinental Congress in Phila- 
delphia concluded their De- 
claration of Independence 
on July 4, 1776, and Sloan 
asks, “Isn't it logical to as- 
sume that at that moment 
the Liberty Bell pealed the 
news to all the citizens of 
Philadelphia? 

In 1963 the enthusiasm 
for the ringing of the bells 
was 50 great that congress- 
men sponsored a resolution, 
state legislatures approved 
tb ides, and soe 
governors issued proclama- 
tions. President Kennedy 
added his personal endorse- 
ment. More bells are ringing 
each year across the nation 
as more civic groups and in- 
terested citizens keep the 
ball rolling. 

The' Everglades Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters is 
finding that ministers and 
other ringers of bells are re- 
sponding with enthusiasm 
when they are approached 
with the idea.

TO ALL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICIALS

Law ENFORCEMENT TODAY is being degraded, 
purposely in many instances, by the widespread 
and indiscriminate use of the term “police 
brutality.” 


This practice is called a guilt-by-language 
process by some individuals. They may be right. 
For example, the word “juvenile” has been as- 
sociated with “delinquency” so often and so long 
that now, when used alone, it has a disagreeable 
connotation to much of the public. 


“Police brutality” conjures up visions of hulk- 
ing men in uniform élubbing and beating inno- 
cent people. Rarely, however, does the term fit 
the circumstances to which it is applied. It is 
used in wild accounts of enforcement officers’ 
lifting limp demonstrators who block busy 
thoroughfares, in references to oral commands 
by policemen who disperse potential trouble- 
makers, in depicting efforts by officers to halt 
violations of the law, and in describing any num- 
ber of other sworn duties performed by police- 
men. 


We know there is a calculated and deliberate 
attempt by some groups to inflame hostility 
against law enforcement by charging “police 
brutality” without cause. To a large degree 
they have succeeded. The term is bandied about 
in all media of communication without serious 
consideration as to its true meaning or its harm- 
ful effect on a profession which is charged with 
enforcing the basic rules of civilized living. 

I agree with á growing number of responsible 
news editors, public officials, and law-abiding 
citizens that it is high time to get this “pet slogan”

any other time I have used it in the past 40-45 years: 


into a better perspective. We do not deny there 
have been instances of misuse of force by en- 
forcement officers, but such incidents are not as 
prevalent as the public has been led to believe. 
‘A general and accepted principle of the law has 
been that an officer may use such force as is 
necessary to make lawful arrests, protect his life, 
and perform other spécific duties. Frequently, 
however, the choice is not his to make; he HAS 
to use force or be maimed or killed and have the 
rights of all the people trampled by those who 
have no respect for law or due process. Even 
then, his best efforts dften are not enough, as 
evidenced by the appalling number of officers 
assaulted and killed each year.

Mechanical Harvesters For Cabbage, Celery

At last, celery growers 
can rejoice, the work on a 
mechanical celery harvester 
by the Florida Agricultural 
Experiment Stations, is now 
nearing completion.

Generally throughout the 
Glades, sugar production in 
1986 did not equal records 
set last year. Spokesmen 
for the industry cite the 
freeze of January 1966, the 
cutback of 18.1 per cent on 
acreage ordered by the U. 
S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, and an exceptionally 
wet season which slowed op- 
erations at times, as well as 
the scarcity of off-shore 
cane cutters at the start of 
the season, as contributing 
to a smaller sugar season in 
1966

In both 1964-65, and, 
1965-66, approximately 15,- 
000 laborers were needed 
in the Glades for sugar pro- 
duction alone, according: to 
the Florida State Employ- 
ment office, Of this num- 
ber, 9,000 in 1964-65, and 
8,500 in 1965-66, were off- 
shore laborers.
